Remarkahle Suicides,

Buiclde Is asnbject which has long exercised
the speculations of the moralist, the philoso-
pher, and ihe physiclan. Tne frequency with
which men of intellect, in all nges, have
presumed to sever the link which bound them
to this e, I8 in Iteell sufliciently remarkables
And the atmoshére of vhgstery which commonly
purrotnds suoh cases, the chosen and sarefully
prepared pecresy of the deed, nud the frequent
abgence of apparént motive, and the starllting
contradiction between the horrer of the act and
the loity character of those who perpetrate it
lend a piguant though mourniul puriosity to all
such Investigations.  Clearly, the theory of
mental aberration will not sccount for many of
ithe more conepicuons sulcides. Preston King,
in the midst of & prosperous career, and suocess
ful beyond the ambition of most men, in & poli-
tical and pecuniory sense, may have been im-
pelled to suicide by imaginary terrors, resulting
from a softening of the braln. But who beheves
that Cato of Utica, or Brutue, or Condorcet, or
Roland, or Chatterton, of hundrods of others

who have g0 calmly stricken themselves from
the roll of the iving, were insane t

Cliries Nodler, the eminent French essaylat had
concelved, nmong the numerons other sehomes
ol hie fertile bralo, the projectof writing *‘a
hi"m'ﬂphf of illustrious suicides,” The idea was
never fulfilled, and modern liserature has lost
one of the moat pbrorbing and instructive works
whish have been projected, Like the great His
tory of Human W¥Error,” of the mmiable and
learned Caxton, immortalized by S8ir Bulwor Lyt-
ton, the work remsimns u Emu perhaps.  Bat the
Herature of blography has not falled to com-
memorate the circumetanoes ol every consplou-
ous sulclde, while medical science has added
severnl monographs to the subject, »

The mere s.atlstics of suicde are® more start-
ling than apy romance, In England, as lar
back as 1700, the number of deaths by suicide
reached one thousand per year, and it is now
considerably more than doubled, This wes in-
dependently of those whose bodies were never
brought before the coronor st all, or which were
glhicltered from notoriety by o verdict of acei
dentai death, In Frauvee, nccording to Zimmer-
mann, the number of sulcides in the last cen-
tunry was three times greater than the pumber of
murders and other homicides, Tne very soco-
rate census reports ol the French Empire show
an averuge ol four thousand smicides per year in
that country alone, 1 the Inat decade,

Among the noted pumes ol ancient times, we
find several philosophors, orntors, and srates-
men who vomanitted sulcide. i)emmumnea
drank poisou In the temple of Neplune, when
that sinctuary wus invaded by his enemies, to
eave himsclt irom fulling into the hanpds of the
tyrant Antipater. Mithndates, the proud King
ol Pontus, his rebellivus subjects having torn
the crown from his head, and invesied his son
wilh il—the insignia or empire—withdrew him-
self into his apartients, aistributed powson to
bis wives and anughters, and swallowed n pow-
erful  potion himsell, Thir failing, he had
recourse to his sword, His two sisters, Roxann
and Statira, followed his example, as did also his
two wives, Cato, *‘the noblest Roman of them
all,” closely besleged in Utiea by Cwsar, gave a
parting banguet to bis friends and the magistrates
of the eity, then retired to bis chamber, whers he
read Plnw on the immoriality of the soul till mid-
night, when he ordered u ¢lave to bring im his
sword. Closely examining the point, be laid it
at the head of his bed, lay down and slept
soundly nll dawn., Then, according to Plu-
tarch, *'ul the hour when the birds began to
siug," Cnto awoke, nud eelzing hie sword
stabbed himself in the breast, and died almost
immediately, Portia, the wife ol Brutus, killed
hersell by swallowing live coals, Brutus fell
u[Lon his sword =oon alter the disastrous day ol
Phalipps. Antony, the vietor of Phihppi,
afterwards, hard pressed by the victorious le-
pions o1 Octaviue, and in despuir at the ru-
mored death und treschery of Cleopatra,
stabbed Bimeelf 10 the neart, and was carried
d%lng to the couch of the Egyptian Queen,
where hedied i Cleopatra’s arms, asking for
o draught of wine with bis last brea‘h,
after, the brilliant Queen hersclf baving)] tailed
to captivate Octuvius with all her charms, sub-
mitted her bosom to the poiton of an awp,
threw hersell on her couch of gold, and dieq,
steeped in luxury to the lust,

_The noble suicide of the virtuous Lucretia ls
the most pathetic story im the Roman annals,
Beneca, the moralist, commends both Cato and
Lucretla for dymnyg, and so ending their miseries;
and even Eusebius, the historian of the Chris-
tian Church, justifics the Roman lady’s sulcide
1o ayoild the embraces of Tarquin, Hannibal,
that greatest of the heroes of sutiquity, when
aeleated by the greater forces of the Romans,
covered with disavier, flecing to the asylum of
Eumenes, King of Pergamus, wus not suffered
10 escape the vengeance of Rome, which sent an
cobassy to demand the head of the illustrious
exile, Huannibal witempted to escupe, but find-
fng every door guarded, he took sn active
poigon, which he always carried upon his per-
sor, and expired, with the imperishable hatred
ol the Roman name burning in his dying breath.,

The Emperor Nero, being driven irom his pa-
lace by the P:‘u-mrlnnn\ took refuge in a slave's
hut, where he ran himself throogh with a
sword, upon the approsch of a troop of cavalry.
Themistocles, compelled to choose betwesn
sending his powertul sid to the King of Persia,
and thus ruin Greece, und refusing that sid to
one who had loaded him with benetits, for the
take of an ungrateful country, which had
banished her noblest son, relievad himself from
the painiul dilemma by & firm and deliberate act
oi suicide, He assembled a)l his friends, offered
a snciifice to Jupiter, and drank a full goblet ot
bull’s blood, which cosgulated in his velns, ard
£00n caused his death,

Ot the eminent persons of modern tlmes who
have sought death nnbidden, we recall the names
of Custlerengh, Romilly, Whitbread, Condoreet,
Rolsud, Olive, Chatterton, and Haydon. Sir
Humuel Rowilly, that purest of philanthropises,
who hud aitained the meridlan of ao honorable
carcer of intelivetun] labor, sund had lent bhim.
self to lessen the miseries of others, had not
fortitude enough 10 bear his own, The loss of »
beloved wife unbinged his mind, and in an hour
of despondent meluncholy he opened the jugu-
lar vein with his razor, and wes found by his
servint welteriog m hus blood. The game mode
ol suicide was chosen by the eminent British
Minister Lord Castlersngh, u woan who was in-
trusted with the duty of prescrving the balance
ot power uizong the nutious of Europe, yet hsd
not equunimity enough 1o preserve his spirit
from the mudoess o1 suicide,

Becoming desporately unpopular in England
from liis open and bitter chumpionship of the
meanest despotisme, Castlerengh brought ugon
his head the mdignetion of all the Liberals
of Europe, and Byron dipped his pen in gall to
dengunce him. The Minlster was endowed with
one of those cold and resolute tempers whioh
brave unpopularity so long as they continne to
be favored with the smile of kines, Nevertlie-
less, he succnmbed nt last to the flerce on-
glaughts which were made upon him from all
sides, and to the embarrassments which were
accumulating around bim, On the 12th of
Auvgust, 1522, immedintely after breakinst, Cus-
tlereagh entered his cuabinet, and cut the earo-
tia artery with & ruser, Dr. Bankhesd acel
denily entervd the room at the same moment.
“Let me fall upon your arm; all ik finished,”
hal_ﬂllllll‘ Mipwter, and he expired,

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A Locomotive Running Wild.

A singular oecurrence took piace on Saturday
morning at the junction of the Western Mary-
iand with the Northern Centrnl Rallway. The
locomotiye “Monoeney,” of the Westdrn Mary-
land Railroad, was on the track of that resd, as
umal; ready 1o back: down for the: passen
irain ef anld road, which goes from the ciwy with
the mat! tradn, and cots loose from said Lrkin
below the junetion. some miktake on the
part ot the switol-tender ot the junction the
gwitch was 1ett open, and the mail train, running
at ligr ugunl pod fest speed, entersd the track of
the Western Maryland Railroad. The enmueer
and firemean of the Western Maryland Rwlroad
locomotive, peeing the danger, mile every offort
to start the engine aud got out of the way, but
the distance and timo being s0 ahort they
could nol get the engine started in time to
nrevent a oollision, nnd therefore left her to her
ate. The coneursinn waa so great that the bolt
coupll_n'f the tender with the engine was thrown
out snd one safety ohaln broken, the tender
baing but nllfhlly injured, The engine bounded
off, with but ove single chaim connecting the
tender with the engine, the engineer and fire-
mnan, with others, immediately following on
foot. The iocomotive. was soon at aapeed of
tor\y miles per hour, and baving & [ull furnace
of wood, there was no lolling where she would
be brought up. She passed two very short
curves on the road at a fearful rate of rpeed,
much to the wonderment of all along she routa,
not knowing what the wild ireak meant, One
of the provisions of the charter of the Western
Maryland Railrond Company is that the
whistie is to be sounded or the bell rung st
all road orossings, but it has not been sscer
tained that this Jocomotive complied strictly
with this provigion. It was fortnnate that the
pumps were on ar the time, as the cold water
pumnped inte the boller had 8 beneficlal effect in
arresting her wild cureer, The cold waler hav-
ing arrested her, she was found seven miles up
the road, und, stranpge to say, near the water
station where she hud been mecustomed to get
her snpply. When found, & colored man was
cooupying the rcat of the enrineer, with his
fidale, and wos entertaining himsell and the
locomotive wirh the tupe of “John DBrown's
Boul i# Marching Up.” He bad not mechanicsl
skill suthicient 1o shut off the valyve, and the
steam getting up sgein by the stoppare, she
was abont starting ngauin on her wild course us
the engineer approsched, sceming to fear a re-
primand from her master for thus uneeremoni-
ously leaving him; butthe colored man said she
should not move u peg, and had, 08 he said,
“geotched” the wheels with wood from the
fender. Had it not been for the pomps being
on, she would bave run into the treight train
caet, which was oniv four miles distant. The
engme and cars of the Northern Central Rail-
way were but slichtly broken, and fortunately
no passengers were injured,— Baltimore Sun,

Narrowly escuping n few years ago a similar
fate on board the Aareo Polo, whon she struck
an feeberg in the nnddls of the might In the
Southern Ocean, and dlsplaying the utmost pre-
senee of mind on that terrible occasion, Mr,
Henry Johuv Dents had since been very active
a8 & coloninl explorer, and had lor many
months been engaged in A hazardous hunting
expedition in the wild regions and amoong the
snvoge tribes which He at the back of Port
Natal. Not on theec accounts, howsever, would
his name deserve to be brought into prominent
publie notice. The circumstances for which he
15 entitied to a pluce 10 onr memories is, that he
Is vnderstood to be the first, if not the only
Englishman who has actually grewn cotten in
the Southern States of the American Union by
free negro labor. Startiog tor Americs whilst
the clvil war wassnll at its height, he took a
plantation on the Missiesippi, near Vicksburg,
under the promise ot adequate protection from
the United States Government,

“He succeeded |in raising a crop, and only
retired when he found that in the then existing
state of things 1t was utterly impossible to grow
that crop without great pecuniary loss as well as
persondl risk. As some atomement, however

Disturbances in Tennessee.

Ope evening lasi week, a party of unknown
armed men entered Clifton, in Wayne county,
and rode up to the house of Mr, Hughes, late un
officer i1 the Rebel wrmy, and sent a messenger
in, and demanded that either ke should appear
at the door, or gend out his coat which he had
worn in the Rebel rervice. Delieving that the
Ilatter would be ssfest, he sent out his coat, when
tho men hung it up, and fred a volley at it; after
which they sent it in, telling him if he behaved
himsell hencetorth o1l would be mght; but if not,
he would get the next volley through the heart,

Alter leaving the bouse they went to the 'resi-
dence of Dr. Fuller, who had been in the Rebel
army, and who hed on one occasion solicited
and obtained the ottce of executioner 1o shoot &
Union man, and called him out,  On his appesr-
ance they “mounted” him with bowie-knives
and Uterally eut hitw to pleces. The party then
left., Both™ Hughes and Foiler had been con-
nected with the Rebel Conseript Bureau. It is
belteved that the party were the relatives and
friends of the Union man who was killed by
Fuller, who was #0 unxious to play the execu-
ticner,

The French FPost Office.

The annual report of the Post Offige Depart-
ment ol France shows that during the past yeuar
811,000,000 letters were written and desputohed
within the hmits of France, Of these 287,000,000
were frunked; 275,000,000 pewspapers passed
through the post effice durlng the past twelve-
months, The value of goods forwarded through
the post office dunng that period amounted to
sbove 88,000,000f,, to which, it one adds the
money pald 1or the postage of mewspapers, the
formidable sum of fitty odd millions 1s attained;
